The supply has bean 
restored by nothing lesa than a complete sur- 
render to: the butchers,’ or rather the re. 
tailers of the meat, who‘ havé now returned 
to their old objectionable practices. There 
is ‘reason to hope that tha surrandor ig only 
tompornry, but still even a siriall measure of 
success tothe Chinese ina matter of that 
kind ig not a thing to be'desired, Tha pub- 
* Jie has beon already informed of the cause of 
the strike among the meat stall holders, viz. 
the provision of a banging shed for the beef 
Killed at the slaughter louse, to be used for 
the storave of the nicut until it is removed 
to the market for sale, and prohibition of the’ 
dealers from taking it to thoir hymes in the 
interim..: This provision was'brought aout 
by some disclosures as to ihe most objection. 
able placey in which the beef “was ustially 
kept thenight aftor slaughter, Jt was taken 
home to the dwelling-honses .of the dealers 
and their erzployds, and hung: in those 
‘crowded and foul smelling domiciles, some- 
‘times with disease around it.”
